Leaders Seek 
Formula to 
Seat Powell

WASHINGTON 
(AP) - As 


the House created a permanent 
Ethics Committee its leaders 
appeared busy seeking a win- 
ning formula to seat Adam 
Clayton Powell, the newly re- 
elected 
Harlem 
Democrat 


whose activities put the spot- 
light on conduct. 


The Ethics Committee was 


established 400 to 0 Thursday 
without mention of Powell dur- 
ing a one-hour debate. But the 
proposal adopted was one of 
scores which had been submit- 
ted at about the time the House 
refused to seat Powell because 
of alleged misconduct. 


No date was set for appoint- 


ment of six Democrats and six 
Republicans to the committee, 
nor was a deadline set for com- 
pletion of its first task-drafting 
a code of "standards of official 
conduct for members, officers 
and employes of the House." 


The leadership 
work on a 


Powell seating formula that can 
attract winning support repre- 
sents a switch from last month. 
Then, leaders supported a pro- 
posal to seat and censure Pow- 
ell but lost after making no full- 
scale attempt — especially 
among Democrats — to line up 
enough votes. 


Leadership meetings the past 


two days have produced no 
agreement except on the desira- 
bility of avoiding a repetition of 
the events of March 1. Then 
leaders lost by 20 votes on a key 
issue that opened the way for 
Powell's subsequent exclusion. 


One major unknown is when 


Powell will show up. He is still 
at his Bahamian retreat in Blm- 
inl. The earliest possible date 
for certifying his 86 per cent 
victory Tuesday appears to be 
late next week. 


Rep. Richard Boiling; D-Mo., 


who drafted the proposal for a 
permanent Ethics Committee, 
warned that to throw the Powell 
case to it would be to destroy 
the Ethics Committee at the 
start. 


Various 
groups within the 


House were reported drafting 
ways to punish Powell suffi- 
ciently to gain enough votes for 
his seating. 


One proposal being recom- 


mended by some liberal Demo- 
crats would couple the seating 
of Powell with a severe censure 
and a call for a prompt Justice 
Department followup of leads 
that might result in criminal 
prosecution of the preacher-poli- 
tician. 


The 
select 
committee 


which weighed the Powell case 
said he wrongfully appropriated 
to his own use more than $44,000 
in salary Illegally paid to his 
estranged wife. It urged the 
Justice Department to look into

and 
other 
allegations 


against him.

Bailey, chief defense attorney in 
the murder trial of Dr. Carl 
Coppolino, said in court Thurs- 
day that the prosecution had 
violated his client's constitution- 
al rights.

Charles Joseph Umberger, act- 
ed under pressure from his su- 
periors when he refused to dis- 
cuss the case with defense at- 
torneys prior to the trial. 


Umberger 
made 
chemical 


analyses on organs taken from 
the exhumed body of Carmela 
Coppolino, first wife of the 34- 
year-old anesthesiologist. Cop- 
polino is accused of fatally 
drugging her. 


In the second day of question- 


ing by Bailey, Umberger said 
that despite a federal court in- 
junction against the prosecu- 
tion's silence, he decided not to 
cooperate. 


Umberger said he was con- 


cerned — and had been warned 
— about a New York City ordi- 
nance which exempts the office 
of the medical examiner from 
the public record.

One World 
Government 
for Survival 


WASHINGTON (AP)"- If to- 


morrow a nuclear war bathed 
every continent in bombs, the 
survivors would probably clam- 
or for a one-world government 
as the best hope of ending war 
forever. 


They wouldn't have dreamed 


of such a solution, or permitted 
it, before the bombs made it 
seem a necessity for survival. 
Without 
compulsion 
mankind 


isn't likely soon to end the bar- 
riers between nations. 


Since nationalism is only an 


extension of tribalism, and man 
is still primitive, he can't with- 
out compulsion stop thinking in 
tribal terms. The transition 
from "me first" to "me too" Is 
a long way off. 


No wonder then that neither 


President Johnson nor any of 
the Latin-American presidents 
at the summit meeting in Punta 
del Este, Uruguay, is apt to 
come up with solution for the 
special interests of them all. 


The Latin Americans went 


into this meeting with feuds, 
disputes over borders, and in- 
sistence on trade preferences in 
the common market the United 
States wants them to create by 
the 1980's. 


The disputes, differences and 


antagonisms of the Latin Amer- 
icans are even more true of the 
new African nations which are 
far less 'idvanuad and experi- 
enced than the Latin Americans 
who, 
themselves, are behind the 


times. 


But neither the United States 


nor the rest of the world can 
afford to look down its nose at 
the Latin Americans or Afri- 
cans, since they have been In 
turmoil since their beginning, 
and they have been at It longer. 


Johnson would like the Latin 


Americans to agree on a com- 
mon market to make trade easi- 
er for the benefit of them all. 
But each is primarily interested 
in its own problems and bene- 
fits. 


This isn't peculiar to the Latin 


Americans, There has been no 
bed of roses in Europe's Com- 
mon Market where that ex- 
treme nationalist, French Presi- 
dent Charles de Gaulle, kept the 
British out. 


If World War II hadn't almost 


destroyed them, it's doubtful the 
West 
Europeans 
would have 


shown for generations as much, 
although limited, cooperation as 


they have since the war. 


Survival there, of course, was 


the compelling necessity. 


And the United States, despite 


all its help for them, can hardly 
claim unselfishness in its solici- 
tude for the people of Latin 
America. 


A peaceful, prosperous Latin 


America is extremely important 
to the United States In a couple 
of vital way's. 


First, it's a great benefit to 


American national security, for 
If the area is prosperous, a 
Communist Intrusion is less 
likely; and, second, a prosper- 
ous Latin America is a good 
trade outlet for U.S. products. 


Nationalism and self-interest 


have even made a farce of the 
brotherhood 
of 
communism, 


which for so long tried to belit- 
tle both. 


Partisan interpretation would 


explain that the Soviet Union's 
expansion after the war, when it 
made satellites out of the East 
Europeans, was the product of 
missionary zeal. 


But the reality is that Moscow 


now has a wall of millions ot 
non-Soviets between;,-itself and 
any new aggression from the 
West. It got another important 
benefit 
from dominating East 


Europe and trying hokey-pokey 
in Africa. 


The fewer the countries in the 


capitalist camp, the less it has 
to worry about, or so it thought. 
But the satellites are trying to 
assert themselves a bit and Yu- 
goslavia's nationalism took It 
clear out of the Soviet camp. 


The 
greatest 
blow to the 


brotherhood of communism was 
the nationalism of Communist 
China which turned into a Soviet 
enemy. And Red China, when it 
feels strong enough, will un- 
doubtedly try to take over all 
Asia, not for the sake of com- 
munism but to dominate the 
continent. 


It wouldn't be the first time 


China tried to gobble up its 
neighbors.

reaction of Supreme Court Jus* 
tices to arguments at a wiretap 
Wise hearing suggests the death 
knell may sound soon for legal- 
ized eavesdropping as it exists 
today. 


"Star chamber proceedings" 


was the description Chief Jus- 
tice Earl Warren gave to the 
way New York judges author- 
ized such bugging. 


"Legalized burglary" was the 


description Justice William J. 
Brennan Jr. gave to the way 
official 
eavesdroppers 
gained 


access to two Manhattan offices 
in 1962 to plant microphones and 
collect evidence against a Chi* 
cago public relations man. 


"This could have happened to 


my house if I lived in New 
York," said Brennan. "Maybe 
I'm glad that I don't." 


Hundreds of judges and thou- 


sands of policemen are involved 
In 
legalized 
eavesdropping, 


Warren said, "and not one of 
them is subjected to any super- 
vision of the way he did it." 


There was no Indication at the 


two-hour hearing Thursday that 
a majority of the nine justices is 
likely to decide that New York's

Troops Move 
Into Battle

SAIGON (AP) - The 0,S. 


Command, in a major move to 
bolster fee, five northemmoM 
provinces threatened by Com* 
munist infiltration and 35,000 
North 
Vietnamese 
regulars, 


moved 4,000 battle-tested U.S. 
Army infantrymen into the area 
today. 


The Army's 196th Light Infan- 


try Brigade was flown in to 
reinforce U.S. Marines, South 
Vietnamese units and a brigade 
of Korean marines. 


The transfer coincided with 


heavy fighting through paddy- 
fields and coconut groves of the 
Mekong Delta between a crack 
force of 2,000 South Vietnamese, 
supported by U.S. and South 
Vietnamese planes, and ele- 
ments of three hard-core Viet 
Cong battalions. The troops re- 
ported 230 of the enemy had 
been killed and their own losses 
were light. 


The presence of the 196th 


Light Infantry will allow the 
movement of 4,000 U.S. Marines 
to the sensitive sector just be- 
low the demilitarized zone be- 
tween North and South Viet- 
nam. 


About 400 flights of U.S. Air 


Force C130 transports were 
used to airlift the troops from 
war Zone C near the Cambodian 
border to the area around Chu 
Lai, 340 miles northeast of Sai- 
gon. It is the first major Army 
unit to be deployed in the 1st 
Corps area to stay. 


Military sources say the Com- 


munists have 35,000 troops in 
and around, the demilitarized 
zone that straddles the 17th Rir- 
allel border and strong guerrilla 
forces scattered throughout the 
corps area. 


No announcement was made 


of the new deployment of the 
U.S. Marines, whose force of 76,-
